Two Different Things 


There seems to be a good deal 
of misunderstanding about two 
factors which are important in 
the marketing of livestock 
grade and price

Simply defined, the purpose 
of grading is to provide a convenient but neces 
sary means for comparing qualities of the meat 
animals in a market; or for comparing the ani 
mals in one market with those offered for sale 
in another market. However, grading is not an 
exact science because it depends to quite an 
extent on the judgment of the person doing the 
buying or selling. Grades are standards which 
take into consideration the sex, weight, qual- 
ity, conformation and finish of animals. ‘ 


Now, let’s have a look at price. Price is not 
a factor in determining grade. Just because 
some animals are in a higher grade does not 
mean that they always will sell for a higher 
price than animals in a lower grade. For exam- 
ple, it happens at times that a medium grade of 
cattle sells for as much or more than a good 
grade. Such a condition may come about when 
there is a heavy demand for, but only a light 
supply of, medium cattle; while on the same 
day a big supply and a light demand of good 
grade cattle will not bring so high a price 
The same situation may exist in the case of 
lambs. In communities where racial customs 
affect eating habits, there are times when car 
casses of lightweight, thin, lean lambs sell for 
as much as the fat, well-finished, choice type 
Again the law of supply and demand is in action. 
Always remember that price and grade are 
two different things. Try to think of each sep 
arately, and we believe you will have a much 
clearer and truer picture of grading and mar- 
keting of livestock

Mesa Verde Ruins Record 
2000-Year-Old Corn Culture 


Each spring in the Mesa Verde Na- 
tional Park of southwest Colorado, 
Indians plant Navajo and Pueblo 
corn in a cultural pattern that ts 
more than 2,000 years old. Similar 
to 40 ears excavated from cliff-side 
pueblos and granaries built 2,500 
years ago by the first Cliff Dwellers, 
the corn is planted more than a foot 
deep and on fallow ground can make 
a crop even though no rain falls 
during the growing season. With as 
little as 10 inches of rainfall the ears 
grow seven to 10 inches long. 
Archeologists, puzzling over the 
sudden disappearance of the pre- 
historic Cliff Dwellers whose elabo- 
rate architecture and masonry 
reached its zenith between 1000 and 
1300 A.D., found the solution in a 
record of crop failures. Annular 
rings of petrified a trees show 
a series of five or six drouth years at 
the time the Cliff Dwellers dis- 
appeared. The logical deduction is 
that the Cliff Dwellers died or fled 
when their corn crops burned out 
after

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DEMAND 
FOR MEAT 


The per capita consumption of meat in 
the United States has varied from vear 
to vear with a high of 163 pounds in 
1908 and a low of 116 pounds in 19 
Obviously it would be helpful to 
stock producers if it could be deter- 
mined just how much meat the 
suming public wants and is willing to 
pay a reasonable price to get 


iive- 


con- 


It does not seem probable, however, 
that an exact and stable figure exists. 
Demand varies from time to time and 
an amount of meat which might be ade- 
quate at one time might be too much 
or too little at another time 

Research reveals there ts a close as- 
sociation between the total amount of 
money which people receive (the na 
tional income) and the amount of 
money which they will pay for meat. 
On an average they will spend for meat 
about 5 to 6°, of their income. The 
percentage Is highest in vears of low 
income- when most their money 
has to be spent for essentials and low- 
est in vears of high income when luxur- 
ies get a larger portion. In 1941 — before 
rationing and ceiling prices intertered 
with freedom of markets — the national 
income was approximately 97 billion 
dollars and people spent 5.7°, of their 
income for meat. In 1908 when their 
income was only about 20 billion dol- 
lars they spent 6.75 for meat. Of 
course the 5.7°; in 1941 meant very 
much larger expenditures in actual dol-

of testing soil samples to 


determine fertilizer needs is 75 
cents per sample at lowa State 
College. This is for samples from 
fermers’ fields and pastures, says 
H. B. Chen ISC agronomist. 
Samples from lawns, gardens and 
greenhouse require more tests, 
and the fee is $1. 

Information on how to take soil 
samples can be secured at county 


extension offices in lowa. You will 
also be asked to give some of the 
cropping history of fields from 
which samples are taken. 

With the information from the 
tests and the history of the treat- 
ment that the soil has had, recom- 
mendations can be given to 
just what kind of fertilizer will 
help your crop yields most.
